They feel that another 
opportunity has arrived for the party 
to distinguish itself by the enactment 
of wise legislation, but there is also 
the shadow of a fear that some selfish 
classes may try to use the big major­ 
ity to further their ends, and in that 
way work serious harm to the party 
organization. 
But the leaders arc de­ 
termined that the majority shall not 
be used for private gain, and this feel-1 
lng is sn strong that it may be x>re-! 
dieted with safety that the Republi-! 
cans will pain fresh laurels. 
The Re­ 
publican senators sounded the keynote 
when th- y met here and decided to cut 
down the number of employes for 
their side and to change the rules so 
that important b-gisla'i >n might be ad­ 
vanced and n'nimportact and harmful 
legislation tabooed before it has a 
chance to take root ani grow. 
The 
members of the house woul I probably 
have a meeting at once and take sim­ 
ilar action, hut there is no presiding 
officer to nail them together and no 
member cares to assume the initiative 
in sinh a matter of importance. They 
will get together, however, before the 
active grind of the session begins. 


A prominent 
politician 
who was 
speculating today anent the forthcom­ 
ing message of Governor Durbin to 
the kigisiature, predicted that it would 
contain a recommendation for a gov- 
erno -a residence. 
Two years ago 
there was a bill for a governor’s resi­ 
dence, but it died an easy death in 
the fit of economy with which the ma­ 
jority was seized. 
Governor Durbin 
did net care to be identified with the 
bill for th*- reason that he did not 
want to be misunderstood. 
It might

It is expected, however, that 
he will he on hand the day of his re­ 
election. 
His host of friends will also 
ho there to share In the glory and jol­ 
lify with him over the result of his 
successful campaign.
